wide industrial unres:; and in many a country the broad economic 
position is one of grave instability. The position provides interest- 
ing thought. : 

Let us take a look at Japan fora moment. There we see one 
of the very few countries that prospered out of the war. Far 
removed from the scenes of conflict; her" man-power practically 
untouched, Japan was free to concentrate on providing sorels- 
pressed Allies with what thes required. Hor industrial output grew 
with marvellous rapidity: her shipping indus:ry became the talk of 

the world and it was generally conceded that Japan was building 
up for herself a reserve of wealth that would make her a very 
formidable rival in the days of peace. But recent events have 
proved how easy it is to go astray in matters like these. With the 
coming of peace. prices in Japan came tumbling down from high 
levels, with a rapidity that revealed that they had been very care- 
fully bolstered before. And then witb almos: equal suddenness 
they began to rise again. 1s is though: that this was due te action 
on the part of big syndicates whe desired prices beiter calculated to 
ensure big profit. And with this rise cam an orgy in speculation 
that bas never had its like in Japanese commercial history. 
Hundreds of new concerns were floated for the exploitation and 
development of practically every industry. Money was made to 
flow “in unleld quantities: Coincidentiy: the country’s workers 
demanded a greater share in things and Jabour unres’ developed into 
strikes and lock-outs. These happenings have combined to produce 
a panic and disorder that bave threatened to transform Japan's pro- 
sperity intoruin, to bring about the total collapse of her economic 
structure. Taking a louk‘cross the Pacific we see indications 
that smount to sometbing approximately the same. We were told 
by cable two days ago that the United States are facing an 
economic and industrial crisis. Work (production) is slowing down 
owing to exorbitant demands on the part of labour—demands that 
can be well understood by reason of the high cust of living. One 
pf the leading bankers in New York has prophesied a mones panic 
unless drastic curtailments of credit for non-essentials are enforced. 
Although not so acute, the conditions in most other countries are 
the same. Everywhere there are complaints of high costs, of big 
labour demands, of profiteering—in fact 2 monotonous story of 
class greed. And it is there where one gets to the very centre of 
, tha whole trouble. . 

During the war necessity created high profits. - Tt was en 
abnormal situation that arose because uf the abnormal times; but 
with the passing of the war there should have been displayed a 
willingness to let pass also the big profits. Capital, on the one 
hand, has been exacting for five years more than its accustomed 

. reward and itis loth tetolerate any interferente to rob it of any 
such sweet fruit. Labour, on the other hand, has been “obsessed 
with the idea’ that these abnormal times constituted ao ideal 
opportunity for the gaining of what it considers should be its 
legitimate share of the surplus created by its energies. In other 
words, there has emerged out of the armed war a bitter war of 
pprosing industrial factions—a war that bas created the situations 
referred to above. Itisa pity that the end of the great European 
conflict should witness such a suicidal climax. Not until there bas 
_beon demonstrated a great modification of attituds on the part of 
both sections, can the world hope for thet industrial peace and 
prosperity which were so inspiring & vision during the datk days of 
the war. : . .
